Prov. Crop Report Shows 
General Conditions Good 


Heavy rains fell in the west cen- 
tral and southern areas from June 
6th to 9th, followed in most districts 


by occasional light showers. The 
Edmonton zone and the Peace River 
district had only a few light scat- 
tered showers previous to the 15th, 
when a steady rain of twelve hours 
or more became general over the 
whole of the north country. General 
crop conditions over the Province are 
now very satisfactory with the ex- 
ception of the east-central ovortion 
north of the Red Deer river to the 
Hanna-Youngstown line where there 
has been practically no precipitation 
in the last two weeks. 

Weather conditions continue cloudy 
and cool throughout the Province 
and higher temperatures would bene- 
fit crop developmemt in the centre 
and north. Light frosts have occurred 
at a number of points with some 
slight damage to crops in one ofr 
two districts. First hail damage of 
imyportance for the season is reported 
in a restricted area north of La- 
combe on the 12th instant) where 
eartier sown crops suffered consider- 
ably. 

Summer fallowing is well advanced 
in the south though held up for 
some days in many districts follow- 
ing the heavy rains. Fallowing is 


work on the land proceeding nonm- 
ally. Haying of sweet clover and 


alfalfa has commenced at points in 
the south, yield of alfalfa being 
somewhat below average.

Mwenty years ago a young tobac- 
co salesman named Jack Robbins, 
happening into a juvenile court in 
Chicago, observed a gang of seven 
young boys up before the judge for 
some minor offense. Jack Robbins 
was interested in boys, knew », good 
deal about them—especially che boy 
of the slums. He had been a waif 
on Chicago streets himself. Explor- 
ing the depths of American and 


' Burppean cities with his pal, Jack 


London, he had seen the evil imipac* 
of poventy and idleness on growing 
boys. He knew that these seven 
boys were not “bad’. They were 
merely bewildered and frightened by 
their first conflict with the imper- 
sonal power of the state. One wrong 
move, however, and they might b° 
turned into enemies of society. Rob- 
bins asked the judge if he might 
have custody of the boys for a while 
to see what he could do for them. 
agreed. Robbins’ 
first move was to take the seven 
kids to his home for a square meal. 

He discovered to his astonishment 
that several of them belonged to 
philanthropic boys’ clubs. What was 
wrong with boys’ clus, he asked, 
himself, that a boy could be a mem- 
ber and yet get into trouble? Out of 
that question was born the Boys’ 
Brotherhood Republic. 

“I found out,” Jack told me, “that 
these boys’ clubs were onganized, 
ruled, and run 
ups. Belonging to 
meant obeying rules the kid had no 
part in making. I made up my mind 
to start a new boys’ club with every- 
thing turned upside_ down.” 

It was some weeks iater that the 
gang, which had increased from 
seven to 32, met and organized the 
B'B.R. Mayor, .common council, 
prosecuting attorney, city judge, 
business manager, treasurer were to 
be elected by popular vote. Depart- 
ments of education, public welfare, 
police, employment, citizenship were 
set up, and taxes amounted to 25 
cents a month. And the slogan was: 
“Not Members of a Club, but Citi- 
zens of a Republic!” 

The aim of the republic was (1) 
to work for a fair chance for every 
boy, (2) to change conditions  in- 
jurious to boys in work or play, (3) 
to bring about a better understand - 
ing between boys and parents, cops, 
teachers, and courts, (4) to protest 
against charity as a substftute for 
self-help. To qualitfy for citizenship 
a boy must be between 14 and 18, 
must understand the aims of the 


B.B.R., and pledge himself to work |

I saw the biggest « ever putts 
come inito New York Harbor on her 


first voyage the other day. I have 


seen all of the other big ships of the 
past forty years and traveleu on 
some of them, but the “Queen Mary’’ 
is the biggest arid fastest of them all. 

A great deal has been said and 
printed to the effect that big ships 
in the thousand-foot class are uneco- 
nomical. They cost a lot to build, of 
course. The . “Queen Mary” cos* 
about $50,000,000. But shipping ex- 


“perts tell me that with full loads of 


cargo and passengers, these big 
ships are more profitable to onerate 
than smaller ones. 

I would like to see our own coum 
try build a ship as big as the “Queen 
Mary.” 


PORTS bee ete e chaunel 

There are very few seaports in the 
world into’ which ships of the size 
of the “Queen Mary,” the “Norman- 
die” and the great German and 
Italian liners can enter. From the 
ocean up to her dock, the “Queen 
Mary” had only five feet.of water 
under her keel, most of the way. 
She would not have had that mucn 
— would not have been able to enter 
New York at all—if it had not bee= 
for the foresight of a New York 
merchant named Ambrose, to whose 
memory a monument was unveiled 
at the Battery the day the “Queen 
Mary” arrived. , - 

Mr. Ambrose deyoted much of hie 
life to urging the dredginig of a deep, 
straight channel from the sea into 
New York Bay. Following the ol¢ 
bed of the Hudson River, the Am- 
‘rose Channel, 40 feet deep at iow 
tide, is all that has kept New York 
from yielding its supremacy as a 
seaport to Boston. : 

[he Erie Canal, which gave an 
easy and safe water-route between 
the Hudson River and the newly 
opened regions of the West, more 
than 100 years ago, started New 
York on its way to becoming the 
nation’s largest city. Up to then 
Philadelphia and Boston’ were both 
larger. The Ambrose Channel has 


enabled New York to hold first 

place. 

SCRAPPING of ships 
Some day they will scrap the 


“Queen Mary.” The great ‘“Maure- 
tanta” has just been junked and the 
giant “Majestic” is on her way to 
the ship-breakerS. In the past 20 
years a dozen giants of the ocean 
have been broken up because it no 
longer paid to run them. 

The ship “Leviathan,” which was 
the German-built ‘‘Vaterland’’ be- 
fore the War, a sister-ship of the 
“Berengaria,” is due for the scrap 
yards before long. The “Leviathan,” 
however, has earned her keep since 
the United States Government took 
her over as a prize of war in 1917. 
She carried more than 5,000 Ameri- 
can soldiers every voyage to France 
during the war, and the boys of the 
Rainbow Division still have an affec- 
tion for the old “Levi Nathan” as 
they nicknamed her. 


SIZE 1858 miracle 

The biggest ship afloat before the 
“Queen Mary” was the Gemnan-built 
“Majestic,” 915 feet long. The 
“Queen Mary” is 103 feet longer 
than that. But 77 years ago, in 1858, 
British ship builders in one jump 
launched a ship that was nearly

ADVERTISING A BOOST 


Rt. Hon. R. B. Bennett, Conserva- 
tive leader, has been making a study 
of advertising, and he tells the 
House of Commons his finding. He 
says: : 

“Success in advertising may be 
summarized, according to my ob- 
servation, in two words: More adver- 
tising. 

‘In other words, if it is done 
tinuous and persistent it’ will’ suc- 
ceed. 

“Apart altogether from the me- 
chanical attractions of the advertise- 
ment, and matters of that sort. Iam 
directing my remarks only to the 
question of how you can make adiver- 
tising succeed and so far as I know 
the only method by which it can 
succeed is by more advertising. 

“When the honorable member for 
Comox-Alberni (Mr. Neill) wus re- 
ferring to the advertising of Peurs’ 
soap I think probably he realized 
that the expenditure for that scver- 
tising ran into hundreds of thou- 
sands of dollars per annum. 

“Take some well-known  propri- 
etary articles that are known all 
over. the world: probably it will 
amaze honorable members to realize 
that in many instances these adwver- 
tising expenditures run not to hun- 
dreds of thousands of dollars but to 
millions of dollars per annum. 

“The appropriations made for that 
purpose are now based upon recog~- 
nition of the fact that successful ‘ad- 
vertising means more advertising; 
that it means continuity, that it 
means penmanency, and that you 
cannot possibly succeed by 4 spus- 
modic effort.—Windsor Star.

Some unscrupulous feed 
dealers have sought to capitalize on 
the fact that the one hundred-pound 
bag unit of feed.is so commonly em- 
ployed that it is taken for granted. 
Even with fixed weights, the volume 
or bulk of different feetis varies ac- 
‘cording to the fature of the material 
or the, tightness of packing, and so 
a lack of uniformity in the size of 
packed bags does not ordinarily 
arouse suspicion. It is alleged that 
Some dealers guard against suspicion 
by using bags of the usual height, 
but less than the usual width,” giv- 
ing the appearance of a full weight 
package while actually it is a few 
pounds under weight. , 
The farmer is victimized not only 
in the quantity of feed which he re- 
ceives, but likewise in the price per 
‘hundred pounds or per ton which he 
pays. He is also misled in his ration

The mag- 
gote, when they hatch, kill many of 
the small carrots or burrow inté the 
roots of the larger ones, — causing 
much damage. 

At the time of thinning, carrots 
are frequently seen to be in a wilted 


and dying condition. If these plants 


ate pulled up and the tap root ex- 
amined, it will be found that the 
flesh is riddled with small reddish 
tunnels. These tunnels havé been 
made by the maggot of. the carrot 
rust fly. Badly infested carrots also 
have scars on the outside formed by 
the feeding of the larvae. Besides 
carrots parsnips and celery are at- 
tacked by this insect. 

When carrots are planted early 
for the summer market, the rust fly 


seedlings twice with corrosive subli- 
mate, used in the strength of one 
ounce to 10 gallons of water. 
first application should be made 
during the first week of June andi the 
second a week later. Pour the solu- 


purchases concentrates to: supple- 
ment and.balance farm grown feeds. 
Even should he detect the shortages 
he could probably get no redress, 
for the vendor guilty of such prac- 
tices sells “by the bag” rather than 
by weight and thus protects himself 
against charges of misrevresenta- 
tion. 

Farmers would be well advised, 
therefore, to pyrchase feed on a 
weight-basis rather than a bag- 
basis, - and also tod check sellers’ 
weights whenever opportunity per- 
mits.

NEW METHODS FOR 
CONROL WILD OATS, ETC. 


Development of most modern me- 
thods for eradication and control of 
Wild Oats is outlined in a pamphlet 
which has just been issued by the 
Northwest Grain Dealers’ Associa- 
tion. The study has been compiled 
by Dr. G. P. McRostie, Professor of 
Agronomy, University of Manitoba, 
and Mr. W. H._ Silversides. B.S.A.., 
Assistant on Weed Research. The 
study indicates that wild oats are 
one of the most prevalent weeds in 
Western Canada. 

A further preliminary pamphlet 
which will be of great interest to 
townspeople, has also been issued, 
dealing with dandelion »radication. 
The report states that copper nitnate 
is a praictical chemical spray, which 
will kill the dandelion whén it is ap- 
plied at the proper time and rute. 
Spudding out the plants, gasoline, 
fuel oil, and solvent, have been 
found to be ineffective in the control 
ofthis weed. Common salt or copper 
sulphate may be used with reason- 
able success. Further research is be- 
ing conducted into the control of 
dandelions in arriving at the most 
effective time for application of the 
copper nitrate. Copies of this dande- 
lion pamphlet may be obtained by 
writing to Northwest Grain Deaiers 
‘Association, Winnipeg.

It is encouraging news that the 
Works Progress Administration at 
Washingtom has set on foot a pro- 
gram of research, in -which many 
organizations, public 
;and private, are cooperating, for 
the purpose of learning how many 
persons in America are actually un- 
employed, why there are unemployed 
and what thé outlook is for their re- 
employment. 

Those are facts which the nation 
ought to kmow. We have listened to 
countless theories and a wide vari- 
ety of guesses, but facts to which

| very hard to get. 

Early in the depression there was 
a great deal of talk about ‘“‘techno- 
j logical unemployment.” Men were 
being replaced by machines, and 
soon there would be no more work 
for men to do, we were told. That 
sort of talk has subsided, as smen 
‘have come to realize that the ma- 
chine, though it may and usually 
does cause a shifting of workers 
'from one kind of industry to another 
im the long run creates many more 
| jobs than it displaces. As Corrington

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will be voted, but the real distribu-

The town 
council, through their committees 
know better than anyone else who is 
entitled to relief in their town and 
district and how much they should 
receive. It has been impossible in 
the past to control this matter. A 
cut in relief meant a protest of the 
victim to the province or state with 
a hard luck story and reinstatement 
at par. This is frequently very un- 
fair and unjust. 

Tax payers are tiring of feeding 
the slothful and lazy. They find 
themselves very busy caring for 
their own without paying high taxes 
to care for some too lazy to care for 
themselves. Then, too, many coming 
for relief each winter make good 
money in the summer months, but 
they squander it away in foolish and 
unwise practices, and then come to 
the relief agencies to take care of 
them. It takes no Solomon to see the 
inconsistency of this. 

From ail indications it appears 
that a change is coming. What it 
will be none can tell. This much, 
however, is certain, in view of the 
way the thing has been apused in 
the past, the ropes vill be, tightened 
up, and if a man gets his kecp and 
a days wages he will have to put in 
a day's work and not merely put in 
time. Independence is the greatest 
heritage a person can have, and it 
is to be hoped that with the oppor- 
tunities the district affords, depen- 
dents will make a_ real effort to 
stand on their own legs, before in- 
dividuals, corporations and govern- 
ments become bankrupt and there 
are no sources of relief and succor

A LICENSED PRESS 


To the Bditor, — 


Dear Sir:—Tt is not hard to Se@/ attractions ever presented for the 


the true meaning of ‘Mr. Aberhart’s 
recently expressed opinion that we 
should have a licensed press. The 
licensing authority would be, of 
course, the .governmént in power. 
That government would have, nat- 
urally, its own ‘opinion as to what: 
newspaper activities lay within the 
public interest. Complete freedom of 
publicly expressed opinion would he 
at an end, as it is now in Italy und 
Germany. The reign of fascism 
would be upon us. Incidentally, one 
wonders if Mr. Alberhart’s logic 
should lead to the state licensing of 
public speakers including pulpit ora- 
tors. There are those in this province 
who think so highly of the Bible as 
a great human document—a avvu- 
ment so full of high human wisdom 
and great unconscious poetry that 
they hate to hear its words inter- 
preted in the narrow  stultifying 
manner of a barren literalism. 

Yet they must possess their souls 
in patience, for they know liberty 
is a discipline, they know that peo- 
ple must be left free to choose, even 
if that choice lights on inferior 
values. This happens to be true of 
much in our radio programs and of 
much in our’ newspapers. But if 
Canada is to remain a land of the 
free, it must remain a land of men- 
tal discipline, of people who value 
liberty so highly that they will 
grant it to those who differ from 
them, yes, grant it even to their 
enemies.

The Editor: 

Dear Sir—BEver. since the present 
Alberta Govt. came into power I 
have refrained comment on anything 
they were doing, feeling that time 
would soon reveal the crudity of 
their schemes and the impossibility 
of their ever being able to fulfil the 
promises they have made. 

However, they have hat'ched the 
greatest wonder yet:—'The Certifi- 
cates or Scrip Scheme. Analyzed, it 
simply is, a monstrous tax scheme 
of such dimensions that it is hard 
for ordinary mortals to grasp it and 
all its implication. The Government 
in essence says: earn a dollar give 
it to us for our scrip and add to it 
around another dollar and a half and 
at the end of two years we will give 
you back one dollar. 

Let us take a concrete example or 
two. First:—That I was young and 
was teaching again, with the end in 
view of entering the university in 
the fall. Having completed my teri 
of teaching I was handed a certifi- 
cate for $500, cashable in two years. 
on the condition that I add stamps 
to it each week up to One per cent 
of its face value, or $520 for the 104 
weeks ift the two years. 

it seems to our goverment—I am 
hshamed to call it ours—that it is 
not enough that I should forego my 
college ambitions for two years, ou. 
that in addition I should dig up from 
somewhere, the $520 in cash for the 
stamps, in order to get my salary at 
the end of two years back in current 
money. 

But we might well add, interest 
on the $500 for two years and on 
half the $520 for the same time. If 
we did this at say:—four per cent 
simple interest, we would have to 
add to the $500 and the $520, $60.80 
making $1080 for which I am asxed 
to accept a straight $500 as settle- 
ment im full. In other words I am 
allowing the government to rob me 
of say, $580. 

I had intended to deal with its ef- 
fects on the laborer, roadwonker, 
etc. However, it will work out just 
the same for every dollar they get 
the Government will have got the 
equivalent of around $2.16. That 
sort of thing is not helping the al- 
ready impoverished poor man and his 
starving family. It is an outrage, and 
as I see it, might well be credited 
elsewhere than to a preacher of the 
gospel and his cohorts.

’ EXPOSURE 

Oniy o¥casionally do we hear of 
anyoue’s dying from exposure, and 
then the term is used to mean ex- 
posure, to such. extremes of cold, 
heat or wet as are beyond the point 
of human endurance. 

There is, however, exposure of 
another sort which is very common 
and which results in much disease 
and many deaths. We refer to expo- 
sure to infections, particularly the 
‘common communicable diseases. 

[he bacteria responsible for the 
communicgble diseases do us no 
harm unless they gain entrance to 
our body. Usually, they ehiter through 
the mouth or nose; in other words, 
we drink, eat or breathe them in. . 

Fortunately for us, nearly all of 
these disease-producing bacteria die 
rather quickly outside of the human 
or animal body. Light and drying 
destroy them. The real danger for us 
lies in the fresh secretions of the 
body, notably the particles thrown 
out from the nose or mouth in 
coughing, sneezing or vigorous talk- 
ing. 

The same idea can be expressed by 
saying that our real danger is from 
exposure to those who harbor disease 
bacteria in their bodies, which tm- 
teria they expel in the secretions of 
their bodies. Communicable diseases 
are usually spread in a direct man- 
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~ ASSOCIATE ehaherany: » 
secretions in water, milk, f , or 
contaminated articles. 

The whole purpose of isolation Is 
to prevent the exposure of those 
who are well to those who are suf- 
fering from communicable disease. 
It is a good practical rule to keep 
children away from sick persons, 
particularly other children, until it 
is certain that the illness is not of 
a communicable nature. 

Too often do we find that the 
child who is being kept in bed be- 
cause of an indisposition is allowed 
to have some of his friends in to 
play with him. Nevertheless, the ap- 
parently mild indisposition may 
mark the. onset. of a communicable 
disease, the typical symptoms of 
which do not appear for one or more 
days. If such is the case, his friends 
are all exposed because he is in an 
infectious stage of the disease. 

We cannot, neither should we, live 
our lives in fear of disease. There 
are things in life which are cf more 
importance than the communicable 
diseases. We can, however, lead a 
normal life without exposing our- 
selves or our children unnecessarily 
or foolishly to danger. 

Be sure that the water you drink 
and the milk you use are safe. Pro- 
tect the fresh foods in your home by 
keeping them cold and _ covered. 
Avoid contact with those who are ill
